committee of the Mine Owners and 
Operators' association.has offered a re- 
ward of §5,000 for evidence leading to 
the arrest and conviction o fthe perpe- 
trators. In. a published statement the 
committee says: 


"The killing of Superintendent Mc- 


Cormack and Melvin -Beck was one of 
the most diabolical crimes that ever 
darkened the annals of Colorado, and 
is another step in the trail of blood 
which is being made by the Western 
Federation of Miners in this state. 


"The time is past for selecting fine 


terms in which to speak of these mat- 
ters and we do not hesitate to say that 
this crime wasadwised -and executed 
by the inner circle of this organiza- 
tion. 


"This statement i? made only after 


a careful investigation of the facts, 
which show conclusively that these 
men met their death through a scheme 
so cunningly cevi=ed and so carefully 
executed as to tax the ingenuity of the 
most experienced criminal. 


"Of late the district has been filling 


up with the class of men who openly 
boast of what they propose to do. Not 
a single circumstance surrounding this 
crime is compatible with the theory of 
accident, or with any other theory than, 
that of premeditated murder."

mentable accident, regretted by all," 
and adds: "But prejudiced individuals, 
who rarely know wh-;i they talk about.

In the autumn of 1820 the landlord 


of tlie Es.s(-'.\ tavern, uildwny between 
New York and Morristown, was shut- 
ting up his house preparatory to gu- 
in« to bed wheii a traveler rode up on 
borocbuck and demanded a niglit's 
lodging, lie was apparently about fif- 
ty years old. with grizzly gray black 
hair, a full beard and mustache, both 
sprinkled with gray. He carried strap- 
ped behind his saddle a bundle wrap- 
ped In paper, which he unstrapped and 
brought into the house in lieu of bag- 
gage, lie-fore going to bed he deposited 
with tlie landlord for safe keeping $750 
iu bills, saying that he liad drawn 
it fro:n a bank in Morribtown dur- 
ing the day and had noticed at the 
teller's window a young man in a 
brown Overcoat, a beaver bat. tan 
gloves and a single eyeglass- 
tiling unusual in America—who cast a 
covetous glance at the bills. lie had 
met the same man on the road and 
was sure the fellow was following him 
to rob him. For this reason he desired 
the landlord to put the money In his 
safe and give him a room which couM 
be both locked and bolted. 
Having 


seen his funds properly disposed of. he 
went upstairs. 


The next morning about daylight a 


housemaid who was lighting the lires 
saw a young man come downstairs 
with a paper parcei under his arm. He 
had on a brown overcoat, a beaver 
hat. tnn gloves and a single eyeglass. 


AVlien a guest came down to break- 


fast he reported having beard groans 
in the next room, which proved to b:; 
the one* occupied by tlie guest who had 
deposited tlio money. 
The 
fandlord 


hurried to the room in question, .found 
it locked, knocked, received 
no re- 


sponse, gained access through a win- 
dow opening into a court and found 
no one there. 


That the traveler had been murdered 


by the man in the brown overcoat 
would have been accepted by every one 
had any plausible theory been hit upon 
as to what had been done with the 
body. 
This difficulty was, however, 


partially obviat-d by a porter's state- 
ment that he had met a man in the hull 
the night before who had notified him 
that ho would require his services in 
carrying out a trunk the next morning. 
It was assumed that the murderer 
had found some other means of remov- 
ing the trunk, which must surely have 
contained tbe body. Curiously enough. 
:;s soon ns this phase of the mystery 
appeared people ceased to speculate up- 
on who committed the murder and be- 
gan to dispute upon how the trunk con- 
taining the body was got out of the ho- 
tel without attracting attention.. It is 
not the soluble that interests people; it 
is the insoluble. 


There were no organized detective 


agencies at that time, but the landlord 
of tbe Essex tavern could not rest con- 
tent with the matter unexplained, so 
he offered the 5750 left in his keeping 
by the traveler to whomsoever should 
solve the mystery. Abuer Morgan, a 
youug lawyer without practice, took 
the matter up with a view to reaping 
the reward. He discovered that three 
weeks before the disappearance of the 
stranger at the Essex tavern the cash- 
ier of a bank in Xew York had default- 
ed and run away with all the currency 
in the safe, some $20.000. 
But tbe 


traveler had come in en the road from 
Morristown. The cashier was a man 
of thirty-five and sandy haired, while 
the traveler was fifty and dark. The 
supposed murderer was very young, 
also dark. Morgan on account of these 
discrepancies gave up the theory of the 
murdered traveler or the supposed 
murderer being the missing cashier 
and tarn"d his attention to hunting up 
the real cashier with a view to getting 
a higher reward for bis capture offered 
by the bank.

As soon as he got his prisoner 
to Xew York he sent for the president 
of the bunk that had been robbed, who 
at once identified the man as the miss- 
ing cashier, though he was "m.nde up" 
to look fifty instead of thirty-five. Then 
the culprit broke down and confessed.

a criminal operation may have been

and criminal proceedings of a start- 
ling nature may follow, says Monday 
morning's Zanesville Times-Recorder. 


Alice Coomes was the only child of 


Mr. and Mrs. Noah Coomes of Toboso. 
Mr Coomes is the possessor of a val- 
uable farm and is well-to-do. Both 
he and his wife are prominent and 
highly respected people. 


The mother, who was with the girl 


at her death, and who says she did not 
lealize what was the trouble with her 
only child, is heart-broken. Fears for 
her mentality are 
entertained. 
The 


father knew nothing of the nature of 
the daughter's illness, and the shock 
of the sad death was almost unbeara- 
ble. 


At the home of the 
grief-stricken 


1-arents, Coroner Matthews and Doc- 
tors Melick and Crossland held a post- 
mortem examination. Coroner Matth- 
fws refused to divulge the findings of 
the examination.

western men ha\e had another list.

a price war that demoralized 
prices 


for some time.

The new .prices, it is said, will not 


vary much from the list now in force 
pxcept where they have conflicted and 
in these cases the higher rates will be 
used.
